(UPI) - 
Daniel E. Carlile, an unem ­ 
ployed Evansville factory wor­ 
ker, isn’t sure where he will put 
everybody, but as far as h e’s 
concerned, his wife’s 36 rela­ 
tives are more than welcome. 
Carlile believes he is sponsor­ 
ing the largest single group of 
Vietnamese refugees coming to 
America. They’re all relatives 
of his Vietnamese wife, Minh, 
who currently is the breadw in­ 
ner for Carlile and their young 
son. 
Mrs. C arn ies parents, nine 
brothers and sisters, and an 
assortm ent of aunts, 
uncles, 
and cousins are en route to 
America, and more specifically

Swedish journalist said today 
the Khmer Rouge capture of 
Phnom Penh three weeks ago 
turned the Cambodian capital 
into a city of terror. 
Herman Lindqvist, a corre­ 
spondent 
for 
the 
Stockholm 
newspaper Expressen, said joy 
over the end of the war turned 
to fear soon after the conquer­ 
ors shut down Phnom Penh’s 
communications with the rest 
of the world. 
“ Then came terror and the 
nightmares began,” he said. 
Lindqvist, who was recently 
evacuated from Cambodia after 
being trapped when the Khmer 
Rouge 
seized 
Phnom 
Penh 
April 17, made his remarks in 
the first of a series of articles 
from Bangkok. 
He said 
the 
first jubilant 
Khmer Rouge troops to enter 
the capital were followed by 
grim 
soldiers who “ did not 
laugh.” 
“ They opened fire,” he wrote. 
“ They shot in the air and along 
the street.” 
Lindqvist said the conquerors 
ordered residents by loudspeak­ 
er 
to 
leave 
the 
capital 
im m ediately 
but 
failed 
to 
explain where the people should 
go 
“ If 
any 
of 
the 
confused 
people hesitated, one in a group 
was shot so that the others 
knew that the (orders* were for 
real,” he said. 
Lindqvist 
was 
one 
of 
a 
handful 
of 
foreign newsmen 
who stayed in Cambodia after 
the Khmer Rouge takeover and 
took 
refuge 
in 
the 
French 
embassy. He had refused to 
write 
anything 
about 
his 
experiences 
until 
all 
other 
foreigners left. 
The Swedish correspondent 
said 
he 
saw 
young 
Khmer 
Rouge 
soldiers 
stop 
fleeing 
refugees at gunpoint and take 
watches and radios from them. 
“ The 
guerrillas 
went 
into 
stores and took food, medicine, 
watches and alcohol,” he said 
“ They 
wanted 
motorcycles, 
cars and bicycles.’' 
Lindqvist 
said 
more 
than 
2,000 persons sought asylum at 
the Hotel Le Phnom, which the 
Red Cross set up as a neutral 
zone barred to soldiers. 
“ But 
a 
large 
group 
of 
guerrilla soldiers came up to 
the hotel and forced their way 
in, 
armed 
with 
pistols 
and 
automatic weapons,” he said 
“ The guerrillas then stole the 
Red Cross medicine.” 
Lindqvist 
said 
the 
Khmer 
Rouge then gave everyone in 
the hotel a half hour to leave 


the area, forcing the Red Cross 
to leave behind wounded and 
ill. The ailing were later driven 
into the street by the Khmer 
Rouge.

3 States Work To 
Save Chub Fish 


CHICAGO 
(U P I) 
— 
The 
Illinois Department of Conser­ 
vation said Wednesday it was 
coordinating efforts with three 
other states to regulate com­ 
mercial chub fishing in Lake 
Michigan. 
Tony Dean, department direc­ 
tor, said at a new^ conference 
that Illinois was working with 
Indiana, Wisconsin and M ichi­ 
gan in efforts to preserve the 
chub. He said there had been a 
"catastrophic collapse” in the 
numbers of chub to be found in 
the lake, and said “ the history 
of Lake Michigan is a history of 
species 
that 
are 
no 
longer 
there.” 
Besides the new 
rules 
on 
chub, the taking of lake trout 
will be stopped altogether for at 
least a year, because efforts to 
restock have failed to produce 
a self-sustaining population of 
lake trout in Lake Michigan. At 
present they may be taken by 
sport fishermen only. 


Dean said new regulations 
will become effective Ju ly I, 
and the limits on the size of the 
commercial catches may come 


near to wiping out what is left 
of Illinois’ chub fishing indus­ 
try. Only 13 persons, he said, 
still make a living catching 
chub, a freshwater fish related 
to 
minnows 
and 
carp 
and 
considered, 
when smoked, a 
delicacy among some groups. 
Three of the fishermen will 
be licensed by the state, Dean 
said, and their total annual 
catch would be limited to 30,000 
pounds. 
Operating with two- 
man crews, the three will be 
permitted 
to 
harvest 
up 
to 
431,000 pounds of yellow perch 
annually. 


Yellow perch, he said, was 
not near immediate extinction, 
but the ceiling on catches was 
to prevent “ over-exploitation” 
by chub fishermen looking for 
other sources of income. 


Indiana outlaws chub fishing 
now, 
and 
Wisconsin 
and 
Michigan are intending to put 
quotas like that of Illinois on 
commercial fishing. The carry­ 
ing out of their measures are 
delayed because of lawsuits in 
the two stages.

HOW ABOUT H E N R Y ? 
Does Henry Kissinger know what he is doing? Col. Ray 
Cromley says not Pres. Jerry Ford says so. 


The Secretary of State “ knows nothing of the military 
and diplomatic strategy of the Communist world of the 
1970's.“ That’s Cromley. The President regards Kissinger 
as invaluable. Others say he’s lost his stuff because he’s 
lost Nixon. 


Nixon is regarded as the father of detente, the creator of 
the generation of peace we’re supposed to be enjoying. So 
the judgment of Kissinger apparently would hinge on an 
appraisal of detente. 


Cromley recalls a conversation he had with Nozaka 
Sanzo, or Okano, in China during World War ll The Red 
told him. “ You Americans think of war as war and peace 
as peace We think of peace as an extension of war. We 
believe it is right and necessary in peace to employ the 
same deceptions, lies and tricks used in war to obtain our 
objectives.” 


And the Communists have been gaining faster on us in 
“ peace” than they ever did in “ war.” Indeed, it was at the 
“ summits” of Yalta, Tehran, Potsdam, Vienna, Paris, 
and other environsthat we helped them kidnap refugees in 
Europe after World War II, steal half of Poland and a 
third of Germany, legitimize their claims on the Baltic 
states and deport their people. 


Now a new round of talks, started under a President 
who achieved renown as an anti-Communist, is giving the 
Reds their way in Asia, in the balance of forces, and in 
Doomsday 
weaponry. 
So says 
Cromley. 
He 
says 
Kissinger’s naivete is “ incredible, considering that the 
fate of the agreements signed with the Communists in 
Laos, North Korea, and in North Vietnam in 1954, are 
known to everyone who has studied Asia in modern 


times.” 


The Soviet used detente to steal our entire grain sur­ 
plus Well, they paid for it, but w ith money they borrowed 
from us and intend never to repay. We could have had 
hard money 
gold Now they are happily uncrating the 
newest generation of IBM computers to sharpen the aim 
of their missiles; and we are multiplying their truck 
supply so they’ll have little difficulty in runn.ng material 
to armies attacking our allies in Korea and the Middle 
East. All this is on easy credit granted by the Americans; 
and it all substantiates Lenin’s forecast that we d provide 
the Marxists the rope with which to hang us. Even Lenin 
didn’t believe we d give them the rope, though. He thought 
we d sell it to them 


And what does the opposition party in control of 
Congress have to say about this? Well, they protest only 
that our surrender isn t fast enough; and their last 
presidential candidate proves this on his visit to Cuba, 
that the Watergate operatives were on to something. They 
broke into Democratic headquarters, y ’know, in the 
expectation of finding evidence that McGovern’s cam­ 
paign was financed by Castro.
